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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to papers filed on 9/18/2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 4, this claim is unclear because it appears to be an additional 
step of placing an advertisement on the disc. Claim 1 already recites placing the 
correlated advertisement on the disc and claim 3 recites correlating the information . 
Therefore, claim 4 appears to fail in further limiting claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
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Regarding claims 1-5, claims are analyzed to determine if they set forth a 
useful, concrete, and tangible result. The aforementioned claims set forth the 
transmitting of data and the storing of data on a disk, but the mere storing of data on a 
disk is not seen as accomplishing a useful result. If applicant intends for there to be a 
use for the stored advertisements (such as displaying them to a user), that use should 
be claimed. The language " so that " and " may be viewed by " is seen as intended use, 
and therefore no steps of providing are currently positively claimed. To overcome this 
rejection, Examiner recommends adding an active step of displaying below the step of 
placing the advertisement on the disc. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ko 
(U.S. Pub No. 2001/0044742). Ko teaches a method of providing advertisements on a 
digital disc that includes all of the limitations recited in the above claims. 

Regarding claims 1-5, Ko teaches extracting information from content on a disc 


(date/time information) (Paragraph 0035), correlating the extracted information to pre- 
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determined advertisements (checking for updates based on the extracted date/time 
information) (Paragraphs 0039 and 0040), and placing the correlated advertisement on 
the disc (Paragraph 0041). The advertisements are for products or services (Paragraph 
0032). The time information that is extracted from the disk is information related to the 
use of an electronic device. Ko teaches outdated and up-to-date information which are 
inherently considered to be categories (Paragraphs 0040 and 0041).
